CHICAGO, Dec, 21- Xo sign of peace 


had entered into 
the 
livery 
drivers' 


strike today when the fourth day of the 
resolute stund by both sides was usher- 
ed in and the prospects lire now that the 
police may be put on the plain wagons, 
now used for carrying the dead. 


Ambulances have come under the- ban 


of l.lic striking pickets, according to re- 
ported advices received from undertak- 
ers nnd liverymen, who declare that po- 
lice will be necessary to.man the con- 
veyances of the sick ns well as those 
of the dead, 


A number of extra "business agents" 


vcro posted throughout the city today 
by the livery drivers union, for the pur- 
post;, say the union officials, of prevent- 
ing interference on the part of union 
sympathizers with the' movement 
of 


hearses, "should the undertakers attempt 
to substitute them for the black "dead 
wagons.'' 


The undertakers and liverymen arc ac- 


cused by the union officials of seeking to 
divert public sympathy from the strik- 
ers. 


Twelve independent undertakers 
a.ro 


reported by the union as having signed 
the wage and hour agreement. 
', • 


A funeral party of over ti.dozen people 


from ths northwest arrived in Chicago" 
toduy and after the body of-the deced- 
ent hud been taken from the.Union de- 
jot in iv "dead" wagon ..pickets stopped 
iv bus in which the mourners were being 
transferred to. the Dearborn station. It1 


was explained to the pickets that the 
body was being takeii south and that 
train connections hud to be made, but 
they refused to allow the bus to pro- 
ceed xmtii a union business agent arriv- 
ed. He heard the details and then de- 
cbired that the mourners should proceed 
in the baa without interference. 


Plans had boon made by John Curran 


to have a coffin containing the body of 
Ilia wife, carried on the shoulders of six 
pallbearers from his home to St. Pat- 
rick's church, and from the latter place 
to a railroad station, but owing to the 
slippery condition of the sidewalks he 
abandoned the idea. The body was re- 
moved in a "'dead'1 wagon. Over 100 
mourners., including children inid babies 
carried in arms, formed a proct'ssioti and 
followed the undertaker's wagon in the 
street. 


NO MERCY FOR DYING, 


Although practically no funeral, par- 


ties attempted to reach the cemeteries 
yesterday, the day was not free from 
violence. A private ambulance bearing 
a dying man from the Northwestern sta- 
tion to a hospital on the south side was 
attacked by union pickets in the morning 
;vt Michigan avenue nud Twenty-sixth 
street. 


The vehicle was bombarded-witli mow 


balls that had been dipped in water and 
frozen. 
One of the missiles struck the 


driver,1 Phillip Hard, in the eye, nearly 
blinding him. The horses became fright- 
ened and it was only by the exertion of 
Ids utmost strength that Rand restrain- 
ed them from running away. 


AMBULANCE CAKKIES BRIDE. 


Determined that t!;c 
striking livery 


drivers nnd the resulting famine of car- 
riages should not interfere with his wed- 
ding, Antonio Locnsco.' manager for a 
commission firm, has hired a hospital 
ambulance and driven his prospective 
bride and bridal party in triumph to the 
Church of the Assumption where the 
ceremony was performed. 


Striki: pickets who endeavored to stay 


the progress of the gaily bedecked am- 
bulance wagon through the streets w.^rc 
brushed aside and. out-distanced by the 
fast running vehicle, which was driven 
lit a- gallop nil the way to the church 
from the home of the bride. 


WAGON WAS DISINFECTED. 


Roberts, when seen last night, said: 
"The reason I took the party in. the 


hospital 
ambulance • was 
because 
I 


thought there would be no danger. The. 
wagon was thoroughly disinfected every 
time it has been used." . 


Chicugo established a record in the 


matter of funerals yesterday. As far as 
could be learned last night by inquiry 
at 
the undertakers' oliiccs, few were 


held. And for these in almost every in- 
stance dead wagons were used instead 
of 
tosses. Jkanlto^hc declaration of 


officials of the striking Livery Drivers' 
union that the dead would be respected 
and hearses allowed to perform their 
functions without 
interference, under- 


takers refused to court trouble by let- 
ting hearses leave their barns. 


Not a livery carriage moved on the 


streets all daj' long. It is to the livery 
carriages especially that the strikers are 
directing their attention. All day pick 
cts were at the doors of livery stables 
prepared to balk any attempt to put the 
banned vehicles on tiie street. Livery 
owners reduced the possibility of trouble 
to a minimum by keeping their rigs idle. 


350DIES REMAIN IN VAULTS. 


Shrinking from the espionage of union 


jickets, and fearful that funeral parties 
would be attacked by the striking livery 
drivers, many Chicago families huvo re- 
frained from publicly announcing their 
bereavement. In the vaults of several 
undertakers lie the bodies of persons 
about whose death the utmost secrecy 
is maintained, nnd whose funerals will 
be postponed until after the settlement 
of the strike. In other cases, the strick- 
en relatives have arranged for evening 
funerals 'and private burials, of which no 
announcement is made. 


PROMISE DEEP PROBING. 


The grand jury today began investiga- 


tion of lawlessness which existed during 
and after the city railway street car 
strike. It was announced that the in- 
vestigation would be one of the most 
sweeping ever brought involving organ- 
ized labor. The .lurors apparently sought 
to go to the root of the matter nnd as- 
certain whether there was any evidence 
against officials of lobor unions.

The report from that, place- indicates 
that the establisliment of the rural de- 
livery in the county will npt be estab- 
lished "until after the jjostoffice fight is 
over nnd a new director, named. 


The work of making the plans for the 


system of rural delivery is a. most vital 
question in the conduct of the postofEce 
and the postmaster holds that it will be1 


a great denl better if it is made by the 
man who is to be in control of the office 
ior the next four years. There is little 
doubt but that the head of the rural dc- 
ivcry department will accede to the re- 
quest of the postmaster and by .this 
plan the routes will not be opened until 
after the first of February. There is lit- 
tle reason to believe that the department 
will reach Kcnoshn county before that 
time as the vural delivery is now being 
established all over the country and the 
agents of the government are working 
night and day to have the great work 
completed as early as possible nnd hun- 
dreds of examinations arc being held 
daily to sclent carriers for the different 
districts. 
The. Keuoshti 
examination 


was held several weeks ago but as yet 
no papers have been corrected.and they 
will not be corrected until after the first 
of the coming year.

COLON, Dec. 21.—Information 
has 


been received here that about 100 Col- 
ombian troops hove landed at the island 
of Pines, northwest of 
Ca,pe Tiburn, 


which is situated at the western entrance 
of the gulf of Darien. 
The island of 


Pines is in Panama territory, nnd is the 
only island along that coast which is 
wooded, peaked with 
mountains 
and 


well watered, thus offering every facil- 
ity for camping and being used as a fonse 
of observation. 


It ia significant in this connection that 


the United States auxilinry cruiser May- 
flower left this harbor yesterday bound 
in the direction of the island of Pines to 
obtain confirmation of' the report.

now proselyting in thut county and two 
of them are now working among the 
farmers, seeking converts to their an- 
cient faitli. The elders do not eeem to 
be very well supplied with money1 and 
are making their trips in the country 
from house to house on foot. For four 
days the men have been working in the 
town of Paris, and it is sadd that sever- 
al families have, adopted the tenets of 
the faith. They have established them- 
selves in a humble homo in Paris and de- 
clare they intend to spend the entire 
winter, working in Raciiuc and Kenosha 
counties. They seek not only converts, 
but fisk those accepting the faith 
to 


leave their homes and,j,|o to the far west 
whern Mormonism ie n, power. This is 
said to be the first visit Mormon elders 
have made Kcnosha coinnty in half a, de- 
cade. At the time of; their lost visit 
here, it is claimed thcly converted halt 
a do'/en families who liave since removed 
to Utah, where they are now high in 
church circles there. Way back in the 
early forties the church had a small col- 
ony of members in Kenoalm.

same. No' fear is expressed because so 
many birds arc being shipped into the 
larger cities: Farmers are laboring un- 
Jer \ aniaapprehanfio'ii when they be- 
lieve higher prices are paid in Chicago 
and Milwaukee than Racine. 


Reports come' from the cities that the 


market-is glutted, that it will be a mer- 
ry Christmas for the turkey eater, but 
not for the turkey raiser. From the. 
looks of things in Chicago it would ap- 
pear that nil of the turkeys in the coun- 
try arc headed for Chicago. An a result 
of these heavy shipments there 
are 


almost sullicieut birds on hand to sup- 
ply the people. Even now it is said tur- 
keys arc cheaper than choice cuts of 
pork and beef. 


As yet the llncino dealers .'ire not get- 


.ing in many birds, but tomorrow pro- 
pose to stock up and say the price will 
be IS cents. It is claimed that the de- 
mand for fowls is not near so great 
Christinas as on Thanksgiving.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec, 21.—The 


Meteor, the fast train on the St. Louis 
and San Francisco railway which left 
Fort 
Worth yesterday afternoon 
for 


Kansas City, was wrecked at Godfrey, 
15 miles south of Fort Scott, Kas., this 
morning. The train ran into » switch, 
and all except the sleeper was derailed 
and thrown over. Nine persons 
were 


killed nnd over twenty 
injured. The. 


dead and injured were taken to Fort 
Scott, and arrived in that city at 11 
o'clock.

make up time. The crew of a freight 
train that had preceded the Meteor, left 
the switch open, and the passenger train 
jumped the track and rolled dmvn n 
slight embankment. All save the slcq>- 
cr turned over nnd so fust \v;is the train 
running that the engine nnd forward 
baggc 
car landed 
nearly sixty 
feet 


off tiie road bed before it stopped. The 
sleeper remained upright mid none of 
the passengers in this oar were injured. 


The baggage cars 
were 
completely 


wrecked, 
and the smoker was 
badly 


damaged.. Five of those killed were in 
the forward end of tlio smoker and four 
of them were killed instantly. A news 
agent, who w;is badly mangled, died on 
the relief train that carried the dead 
nnd injured to Fort Scot.t. 


MET INbTANT DEATH. 


Engineer B. A. Dewecs, of Fort Scott, 


Conductor Hoy.of Topcka. and Fireman 
Bishard of Fort Scott were all instantly 
killed, and Express Messenger John Ball 
of ICausas City was seriously injured. 
Others of the crew and almost every 
passenger on the entire 
train except 


those in the sleeper who escaped with :i 
severe shaking uu, were injured, some of 
them seriously. It. WHS still dark when 
the wreck occurred and tiie utmost con- 
fusion followed. 


It was some time before those of t.iie 


crc\v who had escaped injury were nble 
with the help 'of the passengers who were 
unhurt to aid the injured. A wrecking 
crew carrying physicians, did not leave 
Fort Scolt for the scene until several 
hours after the wreck occurred, and it 
wns 11 o'clock before the dead uud iu- 
jured were brought to Fort Scott. 


BKAKKMAN AT FAULT. 


The responsibility for the wreck is !nid 


at the door of a. brakoman of the freight 
crew who failed to ting the passenger 
train. ' KB has disappeared. 


The engine of the freight ]wd become 


'•'dead," and the crew \v;is ordered to re- 
main on the main track, and turned the 
switch for the passenger then about due, 
the brakcman being ordered to Hag the 
Meteor. This he neglected to do. 


In the crash the baggage car tele- j 


scoped the engine and landed in a corn 
field, while the smoker and (he two chair 
cars were piled in a mass on top of the 
engine. Most of the injured were in the 
cliair cars which took fire soon niter the 
wreck occurred.

Soapsuds.—Soaps arc

boiled will keep it from curdling. 


A bit of soda the size of a pea added 


to the tomatoes for tomato cream soup, 
will prevent' the milk's "breaking" when 
it goes in, and it is a. safeguard for aU 
cream soups, 


A little soda put into the water in 


which dried beans uro soaked mil expe- 
dite the process wonderfully without in- 
fluencing the flavor of the beans. 


When cooking green vegetables a small 


particle of soda added to the boiling 
water just before putting iu the vegeta- 
bles will keep them iu fresh color. 


Tllore will be no disagreeable odor 


during tho cooking of cabbage and cauli- 
flower if put on in cold water to which 
has been added a good pinch of baking 
soda. They must be cooked about twen- 
ty minutes after the water reaches n 
boil, and the saucepan should be left un- 
covered during the entire process.

same baking soda, which are commonly 
known. These arc only a few in which 
its worth is not generally understood as 
a valuable oily to the housekeeper.

Cardinal Gotti, prefect, of 'the propa- 


ganda, accompanied by Mgr. Marzolini, 
one of the late pope's secretaries, drove 
to Ihe Vatican yesterday, and, alighting 
hurriedly, began tugging at a heavy ob- 
ject in the carriage. Assistance was of- 


tare of the Vatican amounts to about 
$1,4.00,000. It is furthar denied th«.t 
Pope Leo left more than was found 
when he assumed the tiara. At the 
death of Pope PIIM IX the amount «t 
the disposal of the Holy See did not 
reach $8,000,000. Pope Leo might have 
left much more if several financial enter- 
prises undertaken with 
the object of 


permanently pliujing the pontiff in a po- 
sition in which he would not be depend- 
ent on the charity of the faithful had 
not failed. In addition 
the contribu- 


tions known as "Peter's Pence," which 
have been one of tho chief resources of 
the Holy See, h*ve gradually diminished^ 
especially where the Catholics did not 
approve of -the political attitude of the 
papacy, .is in France. 


PARIS, Dec. 19.—The Rome correspon- 


dent of the Figaro says the alleged rea- 
son for Pope Leo's course in placing the 
vntican treasure in trust, was that he 
wished his successor to learn how diffi- 
cult it would be to rule the church with- 
out money, thereby impressing upon liiin 
the necessity of economy.

li«ht on new sides of the uilo problem. 
Many of the early built silos Save had' 
time to show their weak points. Some 
styles, fashionable for a time, have 
proved poor keepers, wasteful of the 
ensilage and not durable.' Many a 
cheap silo has proved a costly Invest- 
ment If a saving of $50 on first cost 
causes a needless waste each year of 
$20 worth of silage the builder is pay- 
Ing 40 per cent on his saving, a ruin- 
ous rate. Although cheap silos some- 
times pay, good ones pay better, says1 
American Cultivator. 


Moat new silos are built partly be- 


low ground, say three to seven feet, 
which is as far as drainage and con- 
venience in feeding the contents will 
usually permit. A start below ground 
gives a support of earth, where the 
strain Is greatest helps to protect from 
frost and brings the top of the silo 
within reach of a short carrier. 
; 


Importance of Snocml«nt Feed. 
' 


Unfortunately the period of abundant1 


pasture is usually short Almost every, 
season a drought more or less extended 
gives trouble during July and August 
often in September. It Is very impor- 
tant to have some kind of succulent 
feed for the cows during such times or 
they will fall off in milt flow. Losses 
of this nature cannot be recovered dur- 
ing the lactation period. 2vo amount of 
care and feed will bring the flow of 
milk back to the original amount If 
once allowed to ran down. So far si- 
lage is the most satisfactory substitute 
for pasture.—Tennessee Farmer.

StroDC For the Silo. 


The roughage for our cattle consists 


of alfalfa, which we grow at the rate 
of four tons to the acre, and silage 
made from corn, which we grow at 
tho rate of twelve tons to the acre. 
We have put some alfalfa Into the silo 
with remarkably good results, and in 
cose the weather is wet at any cutting 
this is the way we cure it 
I would 


not attempt to keep a dairy of five 
cows or more without a silo. The one 
which we are now using is sixteen 
feet wide and thirty, feet deep. It is 
made of cj-presa without a knot in it 


You ask If n silo would pay on a. 


small farm. 
Ours is a small £arm,| 


only about 100 acres, and still we keep! 
fifty bead of cattle on it, besides twen- 
ty-five sheep. We feed silage to every-: 
thing on the farm, including the hocs.i 
and believe that It is economy to do so.;

My judgment is that bran should, 


make up at least one-half by weight ot 
a cow's ration, says Director Hills of the 
Vermont experiment station. I like it 
not because it is particularly rich, but 
because of Its light, flaky character 
and because it helps lighten tl^ra-' 
tion. It Is less digestible than the 
heavier feeds, yet seems to aid diges-!

A short tin*) n»o President Eliot of 


Harvard University was asked to rank 
for tbe University of Berlin the eight 
best universities of the United States. 
In doin" this he gave the University of 
Wisconsin fourth plnce. Harvard, Col- 
umbia and Yule ranking first, second and 
third respectively. 


JUBILEE CELEBRATION. 


The fiftieth anniversary of, the first 


commencement will bo celebrated by a 
jubilee next June. 


Five days will be devoted to this celc- 


b.'dtion, beginning on Sunday when bac- 
ciilaureivte .iddrcsHM ivnd-services will be 
given in the various churches of the city 
of Mftdhon, conducted so far as practi- 
cable by distinguished clergymen from 
tlio alumni. 


During the' week it is planned to have 


nn alumni day, when the greater num- 
ber of the five thousand graduates will 
be present to renew acquaintances and 
to make new ones: to tell the exper- 
iences Of old days and to hear the stories 
of the now; to contract the equipment 
of the old regime and to view .the grand- 
eur of the now buildings and the conven- 
iences of the modem university. 


On Tuesday of toe week, the recently 


elected president, Charles R. Van Hisc, 
an alumnus of the class oJ "!>, mil be 
formally 
inaugurated. His 
inaugura- 


tion will be followed by a luncheon that 
will be attended by delegates and guests, 
who will bo present from all the univer- 
sities of the United States. In the even- 
ing of this day a reception will be held 
at the president's residence on the shore 
of Lake Mendots, nnd nt this 'time a 
water fete on the lake, with illumina- 
tions of the beautiful lawns bordering 
the shore for nearly a mile. 


On Wednesday the formal services m 


connection with this celebration of the 
fiftieth v-.miivorsary will be held. Dis- 
tinguished university presidents will be 
present and give addresses centering on 
the progress and ideals of the universi- 
ties at the end of the halt century of 
their existence. 


On Thursday, the honorary degree of 


tho university will be awarded. At this 
time one of America's most distinguish- 
ed Americans will ffivc an address. 


Imong otter notable features, will be 


a university dinner; a ball at the univer- 
sity armory; and addresses by distin- 
guished European scholars, 


It might bo well at this time to recite 


a few events of university history. 


SOME COLLEGE HISTORY. 


When Wisconsin's first pioneers came 


here from the New England rtates they 
brought with them Puritan ideals and 
the "Puritan's love 
of learning. The 


Badger state was still in the pioneer 
«tagc when the university was first or- 
.TLruzed. It's rirsr. home was made of red 
brick and occupied tlic site of the pros- 
cut Madison High school building, and it 
might be said in passing that the Ilign 
school building '3 to be demolished next 
fcummer and roplaued by u modern struc- 
ture modeled aitcr the famous Pontiac, 
111., High school building. 


For ft few years, a preparatory school, 


taught by Professor John W. Sterling, a 
Princeton graduate, 
hail occupied this 


building. He was a teacher of tho old 
school, whose services are affectionately 
remembered by all old Wisconsin giwlu- 


u tea. 


THE FIRST PRESIDENT. 


John H. Lothrop, a graduate of Yale, 


was the first president, or chancellor, us 
ho was then called, coming to Wisconsin 
jn 1S4S from the presidency of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. At thia time hazel 
brush grew upon the region of Universi- 
ty Hill. Only a few years before, tbe 
legislative balls had been held on the 
earthen iloors of a collection of log hous- 
es constituting Madison's best hotel. 


Funds were lacking as well as stu- 


dents, and it was in 1850 that the first 
college class was formed and the chan- 
cellor was inaugurated.

At the first commencement held July

the attendance had risen to nine hundred 
nnd ninety-six. Since that time the at- 
tendance has. increased rapidly, being 
one thoMSdnd, live, hundred .ninety-eight 
in 1895, and by 1900, two thousand six 
hundred and nineteen students were pur- 
suing various courses. 


Last year the total number 01 stu- 


dents was two thousand eight hundred 
seventy, and .this year's attendance will 
surpass the three thousand mark. 


The half dozen members of the facul- 


ty has grown in numbers during this 
half century to more than U'o hundred. 


LAY DOKMANT 10 YEARS. 


The act authorizing the fnvtablishment 


of the university was passed in 1838. 
No act, however, was taken towards its 
establishment, except the choosing of 
two towuehipd of land appropriated by 
congress. At the' adoption of the con- 
stitution in 1S-1S. provision was made for 
the establishment of the state university, 
and in 18-W. the board of regents began 
its organization. 


'BUILDING OPERATIONS. 


The first building, now known 
as 


North Hull, w.vs constructed in ISol. 
Buildings have been built from time to 
time, as necessity demanded, aud tlie 
central agricultural building, provided 
for by act of legislature in 3901, is now 
nearly finished. This building is two 
hundred feet in length by sixty-three In 
depth, and is 
four stories . in height. 


Among its buildings, which fire fifteen in 
number are: 
University Hall, North 


Hall and Agricultural Hull, the three 
oldest; Chadboumc Hull, a 
dormitory 


for women; Library Hall; Science Hall; 
Engineering, Building; Law Building; 
Washburn Observatory; and the Histor- 
ical Library and University Gymnasium. 


COVllJvo 300 ACRES. 


The university grounds comprise three 


hundred acres, extending for more, thau 
a mile along the south shore of Lake 
Mendotn. The eastern part of 
these 


grounds is occupied by University Hill. 
This hill rises abruptly from the lake to 
the lieiiht of about one hundred feet. 
And it is upon this hill that most of the 
grounds ure placed. To the southwest 
of these grounds lies Camp Randall used 
for athletic purposes tnd comprising for- 
ty-two acres. Besides these grounds, tho 
university owns n farm of one hundred 
nnd sixty acres, purchased for the pur- 
pose of furthering experiments in stock 
raising and dairy husbandry. 


OF NATIONAL IMPORTANCE. 


Much more might be written, but suf- 


fice it to say in conclusion that the jubi- 
lee next June is an event of national im- 
portance, not only us showing the impor- 
tance of -the university but as showing 
the growth of the State University idea. 
Consider, if you please, that sixty years 
ago, Wisconsin and the other western 
states were almost an unbroken wilder- 
ness and then stop to think that thia un- 
iversity and other state institutions have 
been built by funds levied upon the peo- 
ple by the people and for the peoples' 
education. 


Surely this is an indication of the lush- 


est type of democratic government and 
dcmocralic ideas.

CHICAGO, Dec. 21.- No sign of peace 


hud entered into 
the 
livery drivers' 


strike today when the fourth day of the 
resolute stand by both sides was iislier- 
ed in and the prospects are now that the 
police may be put on the plain wagons, 
now used for carrying the dead. 


Ambulances have come under the ban 


of the striking pickets, according to re- 
ported advices received from undertak- 
ers and liverymen, who declare that po- 
lice will be necessary to.man the con- 
veyances of the sick as well as those 
of the dead. 


A number of extra "business agents' 


were posted throughout the-city today 
by the livery drivers union, for the pur- 
pose, say the union officials, of prevent- 
ing interference on the part of union 
sympathizers with the " 'movement' of 
hearses, "should the undertakers attempt 
to substitute them for the block "dcnd 
wagons." 


The undertakers and liverymen are ac- 


cused by the union officials of seeking to 
divert public sympathy from the strik- 
ers. 


Twelve independent undertakers are 


reported by the union as havin'g signed 
the wage and hour agreement. 
\ . 


A funeral party of over a.dozen people 


from the northwest arrived in Chicago: 
today and after the body of-thc deced- 
ent had been, taken from the ..Union de- 
pot in a "dead" wagon-pickets stopped 
n bus in which the mourners were being 
transferred to. the Dearborn station. It- 
was explained to the pickets that the 
body was being taken south and that 
train connections had to be made, but 
they refused to allow the bus to pro- 
ceed until si union business agent arriv- 
ed. He heard the details and then de- 
clared that the mourners should proceed 
in the bus without interference. 


Plans had been made by John Curran 


to have a coffin containing the body of 
his wife, carried on the shoulders of six 
pallbearers from his home to St. Pat- 
rick's church, and from the latter' place 
to a railroad station, bxit owing to the 
slippery condition of the sidewalks lie 
abandoned the idea. The body was re- 
moved in a "dead" wagon. Over

mourners, including children and babies 
carried in arms, formed a procession and 
followed the undertaker's wagon in the 
street.

. NORFOLK, Va., Dec. IS.—A success- 
ful trial of a flying machine was made 
yesterday near Kitty Hawk, J\. C., by 
Wilbur and Orvillo Wright, of Dayton, 
Ohio. Tlie machine llcw for three miles 
in the face of a wiud blowing at the reg- 
istered velocity oi "I miles ail hour aud 
then gracefully descended to earth at 
the spot selected by the man in the nav- 
igator's oar as a. suitable, place for land- 
ing. The machine has no balloon attacli- 
nieant, but gets its force from propellers 
worked by a small engine. 


Preparatory to its flight, the machine 


was pliuieil upon a platform near Kitty 
Hawk. Tliis platform was b;iilt on a 
high sond hill and when all was in read- 
iness the fastenings to the machine were 
released and. it started down an incline. 
The navigator, 
%Vilbur Wright, then 


started a small gasoline engine which 
worked the propellers. When the end 
ef the incline was reached the machine 
gradually nroso until it obtained an alti- 
tude of sixty feet. In. the face of the 
strong wind blowing 
it 
obtained an 


even speed of eight miles an hour. 


ON BOX KITE PLAN. 


The ideo, o£ the box kite has been ad- 


hered to in tlie basic formation of the 
flying innehine. A huge frame work of 
liglvt timbers 33 feet wide, live deep and 
five feet across the top forms the ma- 
chine proper. This is covered vrith a 
tough, but light canvas. In the center 
is tie navigator's car, and suspended 
just below tho bottom plan is a small 
g;isoline engine which furnishes the mo- 
tivci power for the propelling and elevat- 
ing wheels. There are 
two six blade 


propellers, one arranged just below the 
frame so as to exert an upward force 
when in motion and the other extends 
horizontally to .the rear from the cen- 
ter of the car, furnishing the forward 
impetus. Projecting from the center of 
the cur is a huge fan shaped rudder of 
ranvuK stretched upon .a frame of wood. 
This rnddui; is controlled by the naviga- 
tor and Biay be moved to each side, rais- 
ed or lou'urod.

LEFT LUNG SHOULD BE 


Heart Located on Right Side ol Thor 


acic Cavity- Still HB Was Never 


Sick Until His Final 


Illness. 


BROOKINGS, 'S. D., Dec. IS.—Surpris- 


ing results have developed at a post mor- 
tem examination of the body of William 
Allison, 21 years old, who died after ten 
day's illness, apparently from inflamma- 
tion of the stomach. The young man 
several times during his illness said he 
had been poisoned and to satisfy the fa- 
mily a post mortem was held. The sur- 
geons were astonished to find upon mak- 
ing an incision that there was a most 
peculiar displacement of the internal or- 
gans. The operators found an opening 
through the diaphram and dilated stom- 
ach, nearly three times its normal size, 
completely filling the left side of 
the 


thoracic cavity, taking the place of the 
left lung. There was no left lung, but a 
small rudamoutary lung, about one inch 
thick 'and three inches square. 
Lying 


under tlie stomach was found the ascend- 
ing and descending colon with the appen- 
dix attached in its usual place on the 
lower end of the colon and also in the 
thoracic cavity. The heart was located 


n the lower right side of the thoracic 
avity extending parallel and next to the 
pinal column, bet\veen the second and 
ifth rib. Tlie right lung was not nor- 
nal size. There is no question but the 
inatomical malformations of the differ- 
nt organs had existed from infancy. The 
'oung man had never been ill and tliis is 
he reason his peculiar condition had 
never been discovered. The case is bc- 
ievcd to be one- of the most remiirka- 
>le in the history of surgery.

Mr. Overstreet, said if making trouble 
consisted in making a thorough inquiry 
into the postoflice situation the minor- 
ity proposed to make trouble. He an- 
nounced that if given an opportunity he 
would offer a resolution providing that 
the postmaster general be requested to 
send to the house all the1 papers and evi- 
dence in connection with the investiga- 
tion. 


"Are you afraid of it?" he asked, 


"ire you afraid to have the house and 
country generally know itt" Mr. Wil- 
liams then asked :if the majority were 
afraid the work of their own fourth as- 
sistant postmaster general would make 
good campaign material. He asked Mr. 
Overstreet if it was true that Mr. Bria- 
tow had said before the postoffiee com- 
mittee that his report had been edited. 
Mr. Overstreet replied that Mr. Bristow 
bad not made any such statement be- 
iore his committee or to him person- 
ally.

soaps soft. Soapsuds, therefore, contain 
but little, if any, potash, but serve to 
prevent insect attacks to a certain ex- 
tent. Some plants, like celery, and as- 
paragus, seem to thrive when drenched 
occasionally with soapsuds, which is pro- 
bably due to the fact that soda is bene 
ficial to such crops- 


Just a Little Pinch of Soda.—A pinch 


of soda stirred into milk that is to be 
boiled will keep it from curdling. 


A bit of soda the size of a pea added 


to the tomatoes for tomato cream soup, 
will prevent' the milk's "breaking" when 
it goes in, and it is a safeguard for all 
cream soups. 


A little soda put into the water in 


which dried beans are soaked will expe- 
dite the process wonderfully without in- 
fluencing the flavor of the beans. 


When cooking green vegetables a small 


particle of soda added to the boiling 


. water just before putting in the vegeta- 


bles will keep them in frash color. 


Tllere will be no disagreeable odor 


during the cooking of cabbage and cauli- 
flower if put on in cold water to which 
has been added a good pinch of baking 
soda. They must be cooked about twen- 
ty minutes after the water reaches a 
boil, and the saucepan should be left un- 
covered during the entire process. 


There are innumerable uses for this 


same baking soda, which are commonly 
known. These arc only a few in which 
its worth, is not generally understood ns 
a valuable ally to the housekeeper. 


To Warm a Small Room.—For the 


wanning of a small sitting room or a 
bedroom an oil stove is a most useful 
noquisitiOB. It is so easy to carry from 
one utoee to another, so convenient to 
have" ready to light just when wanted 
i«d"-to ,pufr -out immediately if-it is-no 


.ongor required. Nevertheless it has its 
Hsadvjuifeiges; sometimes the fumes and 
mell are most unpleasant. This arises 
Tom carelessness in managing 
it and 


from not keeping it in1 good condition. 
Like all machinery an oil stove demands 
constant cleaning and it must be done 
regulajily. 
Clean it and refill it every 


time after using; if oil or dirt clog it, 
it must smell disagreeably when lighted. 
Always turn the wick down to extin- 


uish it and leave, it turned down iintil 


it is lighted again. Do not out the wick 


pinch off the charred to.n with a, 


piece of soft paper or rag, being careful 
not to let :iny of the bits drop down on 
the sides of tie wick, the case holding 
this being thoroughly cleaned and rubbed 
inside and out each time the stove is to 
bo used. If a crust has formed round the 
top scrape it off at once-

To Extinguish. Flames.—If one's clothes

If one is standing when the clothes 
ca.tch, first of all piill her down to Hie 
ground to prevent the flames from ris- 
ing. The next step after extinguishing 
the flames, is to get some linseed or olive 
oil—or,better still, some carron oil—and 
some cotton, wool or sheet wadding. Cut 
away the clothing carefully with a pair 
of scissors, taking care not to pull away 
any that may stick to the burned parts. 
Cover the burned surface as quickly as 
possible with pieces of linen or lint soak- 
ed in oil.

ous rate. Although cheap silos some- 
times pay, good ones pay better, «ay».

low ground, say three to seven feet, 
which is as far as drainage and con- 
venience In feeding the contents will 
usually permit. A start below ground 
gives a support of earth, where the 
strain is greatest, helps to protect frora 
frost and brings the top of the «Uo 
within reach of a short carrier.

Importance of Snoemlent Feed.

Unfortunately the period of abundant' 


pasture is usually short Almost every, 
season a drought more or less extended 
gives trouble during July and August, 
often In September. It Is very Impor- 
tant to have some kind of succulent 
feed for the cows during such times or 
they will fall off in milk flow. Losses 
of this nature cannot be recovered dur- 
ing the lactation period. No amount of 
care and feed will bring the flow of 
milk back to the original amount if 
once allowed to run down. So far si- 
lage is the most satisfactory substitute 
for pasture.—Tennessee Farmer.

Strong; For the Silo. 
' 


The roughage for our cattle consists 


of alfalfa, which we grow at the rate 
of four tons to the acre, and silage 
made from corn, which we grow at 
the rate of twelve tons to the acre. 
We have put some alfalfa into the silo 
•with remarkably good results, and In 
case the weather is wet at any cutting 
this Is the way we cure it 
I would 


not attempt to keep a dairy of five 
cows or more without a silo. Tbe oae 
which we are now using is sixteen 
feet wide and thirty, feet deep. It is 
made of cypress without a knot in it 


You ask if a silo would pay on a 


small farm. 
Ours is a small farm,, 


only about 100 acres, and still we keep' 
fifty head of cattle on it, besides twen- 
ty-five sheep. We feed silage to every- \ 
thing on the farm, including the bogs,; 
and believe that it is economy to do so.'

NATIONAL EVENT 


Fiftieth Anniversary of First Commencement at Madison 


Will Be'Observed Next June—History pf the 


University Since its Inception, 


Few people in Wisconsin realize the 


standing of the state university among 
the centers of education of this coun- 
try. . This ignorance is not confined alone 
to the citizen.? of the Badger state, but 
is in evidence among the alumni and the 
students of tlie institution. 


The University of Wisconsin is better 


appreciated by the leaders of the east- 
] 


crn institutions than by her students 
and supporters. 


A short time ago President Eliot of 


Harvard University was asked to rank 
for the University of' Berlin the eight 
best universities of the United States. 
In doing this he gave the University of 
Wisconsin fourth place. Harvard, Col- 
umbia and Yale ranking first, second and 
third respectively. 


JUBILEE CELEBRATION. 


The fiftieth anniversary of, the first 


commencement will be celebrated by a 
jubilee next June. 


Five days will be devoted to this cele- 


bration, beginning on Sunday when bac- 
calaureate addresses and services will be 
given in the various churches of the city 
of Madison, conducted so far as practi- 
cable by distinguished clergymen from 
the alumni. 


During the' week it is planned to have 


an alumni day, when the greater num- 
ber of the five thousand graduates will 
be present to renew acquaintances and 
to make new ones; to tell the exper- 
iences of old days and to hear the stories 
of the new; to contract the equipment 
of the old regime and t'o view .the grand- 
eur of the new buildings and the conven- 
iences of the' modem university. 


On Tuesday of the week, the recently 


elected president, Charles E.. Van Hisc, 
an alumnus of the class of 70, will be 
formally 
inaugurated. His inaugura- 


tion will be followed by a luncheon that 
will be attended by delegates and guests, 
who will be present from all the univer- 
sities of tho United States. In the even- 
ing of this day a reception will be held 
at the president's residence on the shore 
of Lake Mendota, and at this 'time a 
water fete on the lake, with illumina- 
tions of the beautiful lawns bordering 
the shore for nearly a mile. 


On Wednesday the formal services in 


connection with this celebration o{ the 
fiftieth anniversary will be held. Dis- 
tinguished university presidents will be 
present and give addresses centering on 
the progress and ideals of the universi- 
ties at the end of the half century of 
their existence. 


On Thursday, the honorary degree of 


the university will be awarded. At this 
time one of America's most distinguish- 
ed Americans will give an address. 


Among other notable features, will be 


a university dinner; a ball at the univer- 
sity armory; and addresses by distin- 
guished European scholars. 


It might be well at this time to recite 


a few events of university history. 


SOME COLLEGE HISTORY. 


When Wisconsin's first pioneers came 


here from the JTew England states they 
brought with them Puritan ideals and 
the Puritan's love of learning. The 
Badger state was still in the pioneer 
stage when the university was first or- 
ganized. It's first home was made of red 
brick and occupied the site of the pres- 
ent Madison High school building, and it 
might be said in passing that the High 
school building is to be demolished next 
bummer and replaced by a modern struc- 
ture modeled after the famous Pontiac, 
111., High school building. 


For a few years, a preparatory school, 


taught by Professor John W. Sterling, a 
Princeton graduate, had occupied this 
building. He was a teacher of the old 
school, whoso services are affectionately 
remembered by all old Wisconsin gradu- 
ates. 


THE FIRST PRESIDENT. 


John H. Lothrop, a graduate oi Yale, 


was the first president, or chancellor, as 
he was then callad, coming to Wisconsin 
in 1848 from the presidency of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. At this time hazel 
brush grew upon the region of Universi- 
ty Hill. Only a few years before, the 
legislative balls had been held on the 
earthen floors of a collection of log hous- 
es constituting Madison's best hotel. 


Funds were lacking a? well as stu- 


dents, and it was in 1850 that the firs* 
college class was formed and the chun 
cellor was inaugurated. 


FIRST TWO GRADUATES. 


At the first commencement held Julj 


26, 1854, two were graduated, Lev 
Booth, now in Denver, and C. T.-Wakely 
who has passed to the great beyond. Th 
junior class had one member, the sopho 
More, nine: and the freshman, nine 
Among1 this number was Col. Wm.

990 ATTEND ESf I860. 


From 1853 to 1888, the faculty con 


stated oi1 seven members. By 1§60 th 
number in attendance was two hnndre 
and tw3vtyeJ«M>- Tlie succeeding 


the attendance had risen to nine hundred 
and ninety-six. Since that time the at- 
tendance lias, increased rapidly, being 
one thousand, five, hundred .ninety-eight 
in 1895, and by 1900, two thousand six 
hundred and nineteen students were pur- 
suing various courses. 


Last year the total nirmbfir of stu- 


dents was two thousand eight hundred 
seventy, nnd -this year's attendance will 
surpass the three thousand mark. 


The half dozen members of the facul- 


ty has grown in numbers during this 
half century to more than two hundred. 


LAY DORMANT 10 YEARS. 


The act authorizing the establishment 


of the university was passed in 183S. 
No act, however, was taken towards its 
establishment, except the choosing of 
tM'o townships of land appropriated by 
congress. At the' adoption of tlie con- 
stitution in 1S4S, provision was made for 
the establishment of the state university, 
and in 1840. the board of regents began 
its organization. 


BUILDING OPERATIONS. 


The first building, now known 
as 


North Hall, was constructed in 1851. 
Buildings have been built from time to 
time, as necessity demand.ed, iijid the 
central agricultural building, provided 
for by act oj legislature in 1001, is now 
nearly finished. This building .'is two 
hundred feet in length by sixty-three in 
depth, and is 
four stories . in .height. 


Among its buildings, which are fifteen in 
number are: University 
Hall, 
North 


Hal] and Agricultural Hall, the three 
oldest; tlhadbourne Hall, a dormitory 
for women; Library Hall;' Science Hall; 
Engineering, Building; Law Building;

300 ACHES. 


The university grounds comprise three 


hundred acres, extending for more than 
a miio along the south shore of Lake 
Mendota. The eastern 
part of these 


grounds is occupied by University Hill.

Mr. Graham presented a bill to the 


city of Racine for the $400, it was refus- 
ed and he brought suit to recover. A 
demurrer was made in substance that 
the complaint did not state facts suffi- 
cient to constitute a cause of action. 


Under the decision and that of the 


case of Beaugrand against the city, all 
extra moneys that have been heretofore 
paid to mayors and assessors for services

tion, shall not be so construed as to al- 
ter, repeal, amend or modify the provis- 
ions of .any city * charter relating to 
the cases herein provided for." 


This -section clearly 
gives compensa- 


tion to members of the board of review 
at the same, rate as is paid to assessors, 
unless it is in conflict with some provis- 
ion of the eity charter. 


Section'16 of the city charter enum- 


erates quite at length the dxities of the 
mayor ,and»'concludes with the require- 
ment that he shall "perform such other 
duties as arc prescribed by this act or 
oy any laws of the state." Whatever 
duties may be imposed upon the mayor 
by any law oi the state are as clearly 
imposed upon him in his official capac- 
ity aa mayor, by this language, 
as 


though they were all specifically enum- 
erated in the charter. Oases in which 
municipal officers have 
been allowed 


compensation for acting upon the board 
of review in addition to the salary fixed 
by the council for the performance of 
certain duties specified by the charter 
do not rule this ease. The charters un- 
der which ,'suoh officers acted and which 
were construed in such cases contain no 
such gene?:al or sweeping provision as 
that referred to in the charter of the 
defendiuit eity. In those cases certain 
duties wia'e specified and enumerated in 
the respective charters and the supreme 
court held that for the performance of 
other duties, not so enumerated, such 
officials might recpver the compensation 
fixed by law for the performance of du- 
ties required by statute law not cnum- 
eratsd 'by the eharter.
